Remnant ot tit* In*ur«c<.-iit 
Washington, April 3.—The war de- 


partment yesterday received informa- i 
lion from Gen. MacArthur that Emilio j 
Agulnaldo, the leader of the Philip- ] 
pines insurgents, who was captured by 
Gen. Funston on March 23 and brought 
to Manila on Thursday of last week, 
has taken the oath of ailceriruce to 
the United States under the terms of 
amnesty oSered by Gea. MacArthur by 
direction of the president. The dis- 
patch conveying this information con- 
tained much more than was given to { 
the public. The portion withheld re- 
lated to the future disposition of Agui- 
naldo, and made suggestions as to 
what the late chief of the insurrec- 
tion 
might accomplish. 
Zso official 


statement could be obtained as to what i 
finally would be done with the pris- J 
oner, but it was emphatically stated 
that he would b« held for the'present, 
but would be granted all possible im- 
munity consistent with existing condi- 
tions. Gen. MacArthur has hopes that 
a great deal may be accomplished 
through Agulnaldo. During the time 
he has been prisoner he has made quite 
a favorable Impression upon Gen. Mac- 
Arthur. 


It has been suggested that under the 


terms of the notice of amnesty the pris- 
oner should be set at liberty at once, 
but there is a provision In the amnesty 
proclamation which says that 
those 


who have violated the laws of war are 
excepted from Its terms. 'Whether or 
not Gen. MacArthur has satisfied him- 
self that Aguinaldo has not violated the 
laws of war cannot be stated, as the 
prisoner would be permitted to take the 
oath pending an investigation of his 
part conduct. Agulnaldo, having been 
the head of the insurrection, undoubt- 
edly can be h«ld until farther investi- 
gation Is 'made, or until the circum- 
stances which surround the situation 
In the Philippines makes It advisable 
to release him outright or otherwise 
dispose of hlin. These conditions and 
the general situation and Aguinaldo's 
relation to them were the subject of 
Gen. MacArthur's dispatch and are be- 
ing considered by the authorities here, 
who will have the final disposition of i 
the matter. 
) 


The taking of the oath in itself is 


regarded as giving Aguinaldo a status 
of loyalty to the United States quite 
different from those still in -arms. The 
war department authorities say that 
offenses against the articles of war, ex- 
cepted in the proclamation of amnesty, 
refer to murders and like depredations. 
Only recently five Filipino officers were 
executed for such offenses. It is not 
known here whether Agulnaldo was 
responsible in any case of such of- 
fenses, though from the fact that Gen. 
MacArthur allowed him to take the 
oath of allegiance, it is assumed that 
the commanding general does not hold 
Aguinaldo to be chargeable with a vio- 
lation cf the articles of war. It Is be- 
lieved Gen. MacArthur will keep the 
ex-leader under his eye and avail him- 
self of the good offices of Aguinaldo in 
localizing the remnant of the Insurgent 
forces. 


As having an important bearing on 


the case of Aguinaldo the war depart- 
ment has received a copy of the rebel 
chiefs last proclamation. A significant 
paragraph is as follows: 


"All guerrilla chiefs, as soon as they 


capture any armed American citizen, 
shall take him into the interior at once 
and shall communicate with the chief 
of the nearest American 
detachment 


urgently requesting the exchange of 
prisoners at the rate of one American 
for every three Filipinos of the enemy 
who are condemned to death. If said 
American chief should refuse to make 
the exchange requested the American 
prisoners shall be shot, whatever be 
their number." 


Should the capture and submission 


of the Filipino chieftain mark the be- 
ginning of the end In the Philippines, 
as is expected, the effect upon the 
American naval representation in Asi- 
atic waters will be a very considerable 
reduction of our naval force IB the far 
east. There are at present about 57 
of our naval vessels on the Asiatic sta- 
tion—a greater number than ever be- 
fore has been mobilized there and in- 
cluding some of the finest battleships, 
cruisers and ironclads in our navy.

| conceived the idea of forging a will

The Bi~nei« of the Ocean. 


Some people gratefully reflect that 


•we owe the clouds and the tides anil 
the winds to the "Mother and Maker of 
men," but those are less numerous 
than the folks who "would like to 
know" what we should do for soles 
and cod and mackerel if there were 
no ocean. You think only how big it 
is! If you divide the whole globe's 
area into II parts the sea covers eight 
of those, with an average depth of 
2000 fathoms. Try to imagine 12.000 
feet of solid, perpendicular sea water 
lying upon eight-elevenths of the en- 
tire planet. 


A patient mathematician has been 


at the pains to inform us that this 
bulk of brine would weigh one and :i 
half million million millions of tons. 
For the most part this vast body cf 
water—thus set down in figures as 1,- 
500,000.000,000.000.000 tons—is of the 
same composition everywhere., and, as 
everybody knows, carries great Quan- 
tities of ocean salt. But that same 
salt is itself singularly complex. Not 
only are there in it chlorides and sul- 
phates cf sodium, potash, magnesium 
and lime, which are familiar to many, 
but it contains also silica, boron, bro- 
mide, iodine, fluoric acid and the ox- 
ides of nickel, cobalt, manganese, zinc, 
silver, lead, copper, aluminum, barium 
and strontium. Arsenic and gold are 
also found in it, along with those rare 
metals lithium, rubidium and ccesiuin.

Artificial Cotton in Austria. 


There have been many attempts tc 


Droduce artificial cotton. In the neigh- 
borhood of Reichenberg. in Bohemia, 
a process Is said to have been invented 
for making artificial cotton from the 
wood cf the fir tree. It appears thai 
the wood is reduced to thin shavings, 
which are placed in a washing appara- 
tus, exposed to the influence of steam 
for 10 hours. They are then subjected 
to a strong preparation of sodium lye. 
and are heated under great pressure 
for 36 hour?. The wood is now changed 
to pure cellulose, and to give this a 
greater resisting power some castor 
oil. caneiae and gelatin are added. The 
substance is then put into an appara- 
tus and made into threads, which are 
reeled. 


Old Records round in Wales. 


One of the most interesting literary 


finds was the discovery in Swansea 
castle, about 50 years ago. of the orig- 
inal contract cf afnance between Ed- 
ward of Carnarvon, Prince of Wales, 
and Isabella, daughter of Philip the 
Fair of France, dated at Paris, May 
20. 1303. It was previously known that 
when Edward !I fled from Bristol for 
Lundy and was driven by contrary 
winds to land in Swansea bay. he de- 
posited a number of the national ar- 
chives in Swansea castle for safety. 
When the records of the castle were 
seized it is probable that the docu- 
ment mentioned was left behind. The 
discovery was made by Mr. George 
Grant Francis 
of Burrows Lodge,

pear, and when once the mischief is 
begun it is very dilEcult to stop.
